Township Trustees Hold 
On Schools Is Lessened 
The Indiana Supreme Court has 
lessened the administrative hold of 
township trustees upon schools un­ 
der certain conditions and made 
a decision in the interest of home 
rule. 
It has upheld the constitutionality 
of a 1953 law which permits citi­ 
zens of a township of 3,500 or 
more population, including a town 
of 2,000 or more persons, to decide 
whether they want a township trus­ 
tee or a school board running 
their schools. 
This decision of the Indiana high 
court could be interpreted as word 
in advance that the Senate Bill 
authored by C. W. Martin and 
Thomas Hasbrook that became a 
law out of the last session will 
stand. It is even much broader 
than the 1953 law that the Supreme 
Court upheld. 
It is expected that as many as 
26 townships will take advantage 
of this home rule privilege within 
the near future and decide whether j 
they want a school board or a 
township trustee. -

Making Headway 


L ast year, for the first time since 1949, 
there was a moderate decrease in the num­ 
ber of persons killed and injured on the na­ 
tion’s streets and highways. The toll came 
to 35,500 dead and more than 1.9 million in­ 
jured compared with 38,500 traffic deaths 
and more than 2.1 million persons injured in 
1953. 
An insurance company which annually an­ 
alyzes the nation’s automobile accident toll 
and publishes its findings as a public service, 
reports th at excessive speed was again the 
biggest killer and th at drivers under 25 
years of age once more were involved in 
about one fourth of the year’s fatalities. 
Again, too, more than a third of the acci­ 
dents occurred on week-ends, with Saturday 
ranking as the most dangerous day of the 
week to drive. For the fourth straight year, 
pedestrian deaths in 1954 dropped moderate­ 
ly under the previous period. 
These findings show th at headway is be­ 
ing made in the national effort to restore 
sanity to the country’s roads. Improved 
highways, the growing number of turnpikes 
and the White House inspired safety educa­ 
tional program may well be among the re­ 
sponsible factors.

In IO years we have tremen­ 
dously reduced the time and la­ 
bor cost of weed control in the 
majority of crops according to 
Dr. C. J. Willard of Ohio. In 1952, 
it is estimated that 9Vz million 
acres of corn and almost 18 mil­ 
lion acres of small grain were 
sprayed for weed control in the 
United States. 
Weed control is not and will 
not be purely chemical. The fun­ 
damental cultural methods of 
weed control are well-known and 
will continue to be used. 
In addition, methods which de­ 
pend on competition are exten­ 
sively used. The control of crab­ 
grass by high-cut, well-fertilized 
bluegrass, of Bermudagrass by 
soybeans or cowpeas grown solid, 
are merely examples. The prin­ 
ciple 
includes 
practically 
all 
crops. 
Fertilizers and fertilizer place­ 
ment here play an important part 
in weed control. The new band- 
seeding method of sowing le­ 
gumes is in part based on ferti­ 
lizing the crop, not the weeds. 
What of the future? In the first 
place, chemical weed control is 
a supplement to, not a substitute 
for cultural methods. 
Further­ 
more, wdth just enough excep­ 
tions to “prove the rule," it w'ill 


always remain supplementary to 
cultural methods. 
It is clear from this that each 
growth-regulating chemical will 
have one kind of action on one 
plant and entirely different action 
on the next one. This cannot be 
overemphasized. Growers have 
found the failure of many gen­ 
eral weed-killing recommenda­ 
tions, made without sufficient 
checking, an expensive experi­ 
ence. 
There are manifold difficulties 
in herbicide applications after the 
weeds and crop have become 
esta b lish ed (post-em ergence 
spraying). 
To get away from 
these, a vast amount of work 
has been done with the applica­ 
tion of herbicides to the soil be­ 
fore either the crop seed or the 
weeds are up. 
However, 
the 
most 
serious 
problem with most pre-emerg­ 
ence herbicides lies in their be­ 
havior where rain or drouth is 
concerned. Most of them will not 
kill weed seedlings if they are 
applied on dry soil and no rain 
follows until after the wreeds are 
established. On the other hand, 
many of them will kill both the 
weeds and the crop if too much 
rain comes between the time of 
application and the emergence of 
the crop. 


The best way to control pests 
in the garden is to spray or dust 
regularly once each week after 
, plant growth starts. 


Rolling the lawn is of doubtful 
value. A heavy roller compacts 
the soil. Rolling the lawn, how­ 
ever, is a good exercise. 


Katahdin, Sebago, and Kennebec 
are good varieties of potatoes for 
the main or late crop. It is ad­ 
visable to green sprout the seed 
pieces in April for May planting.

Determine Loss

LAFAYETTE, Ind. — As a re­ 
sult of two successive years of 
Army 
worm 
outbreaks, 
many 
farmers are inquiring regarding 
the prospects for 1955. and the 
possibility of making treatments 
in advance of their appearance. 
J. J. Davis, head of the entomol­ 
ogy department of the Purdue Uni­ 
versity agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion, says that it is not possible at 
this early date to determine the 
importance of Army worms this 
year nor is it practical to treat 
in advance of their appearance. 
Davis points out that the reason 
for the outbreaks in the spring of 
1953 and 1954 was due to cool 
weather which permitted 
Army­ 
worms to develop, but was too cool 
for the parasites, which normally 
hold the Army w-orms in check, 
to develop. In other words the 
abundance of Army worm moths 
this spring is no criterion to base 
a prediction. On the other hand if 
a period of two or three weeks 
of below normal weather is ex­ 
perienced, an outbreak can be an­ 
ticipated. 
Army worm moths prefer to lay 
their eggs in rank growing vege­ 
tation, such as field borders, ditch 
banks, and grain. If weather is fa­ 
vorable for the Army worm, it is 
suggested that the soil surface in 
rank vegetation be examined. If 
there is evidence of the presenc 
of Army worms, it would be ad­ 
visable to spray such places with 
toxaphene or dieldrin before the 
worms migrate to cultivated crops. 
Airplane applicators and insecti­ 
cide dealers are carrying good 
stocks of these insecticides for 
emergencies, says Davis. For fur­

Small Snout Beetle 
Now Cutting Down 
Sweet Clover Stand 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — “Now you 
see it — now you don't!” 
That’s what many Hoosier farm­ 
ers are saying about their stands 
of sweet clover. Plants come up 
satisfactorily, but soon disappear. 
Glen Lehker, extension entomolo­ 
gist at Purdue University, says 
there's no magic involved here — 
the disappearing act is probably 
caused by a little, gray, small 
snout beetle called the sweet clover 
weevil. This pest is now found 
throughout the state. 
Young sweet 
clover seedlings 
that are not completely destroyed 
will have moon-shaped areas eaten 
into the leaf margins. M a t u r e 
plants are attacked, too, but usual­ 
ly outgrow the damage. 
Control 
can 
be 
obtained 
by 
spraying new seedlings of sweet 
clover while the plants are still 
in the two leaf stage. Several in­ 
secticides will do the job, includ­ 
ing dieldrin at the rate of one 
quart per acre. Complete details 
are given in Mimeo E-64, “ Ferti­

Peonies May Be 
Hit With Wilt 
At Blooming Time 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Many ama- 
teur gardeners who look forward 
to the colorful display of their 
peonies are disappointed when the 
plants suddenly wilt just as they 
are beginning to bloom. Usually 
this is caused by a disease called 
“Botrytis blight.” 
First symptom of this disease is 
a blackening at ground level of the 
young shoots when they are 6-8 
inches high These succulent shoots 
soon wilt, die, and rot off complete­ 
ly. Soon leaves, buds, and unopen­ 
ed flowers are attacked, causing 
destruction of unopened buds and 
discoloration of open blooms. Peo­ 
nies infected with Botrytis blight 
are most unsightly with their rag­ 
ged leaves, drooping blossoms, and 
rotting petals. 
Damage caused by this disease 
can be easily reduced. Remove and 
destroy all infected plant parts as 
soon as they are discovered. Im­ 
prove air circulation and sunlight 
penetration by avoiding close plant­ 
ings and by thinning out peony 
shoots to 4 per plant in the spring. 
Spray the young shoots with Bor­ 
deaux mixture when they are about 
a foot tall. Soak the soil around 
the plants at the same time, and 
repeat the treatment in 10-14 days. 
In the fall, cut off all growth 
above the ground level and burn 
it.

Zero Grazing 
Helps Maintain 
Milk Production 


LAFAYETTE; Ind. — Zero-graz­ 
ing to increased efficiency in milk 
int to increased efficiency in milk 
production, 
believes 
G. 
A. 
Wi­ 
liams, Purdue University extension 
dairyman. Zero-grazing is a prac­ 
tice of summer management in­ 
volving chopping forage and haul 
ing it to the cattle. 
A more general use of the prac­ 
tice will maintain more uniform 
production, reduce the acreage per 
cow’ required for the grazing sea­ 
son, and lessen the amount of con­ 
centrates fed per hundred pounds 
of milk produced, says Williams. 
Records of one DHIA co-operator 
of Miami County show that by fol­ 
lowing the zero-grazing plan, he 
produced 
an 
average of 11,515 
pounds of milk per acre of forage. 
The feed supply was cut in the 
evening and replenished d a i l y . 
Time required going to the field, 
operating the field chopper, return­ 
ing to the feed lots, and unload­ 
ing the grass amounted to about 
an hour per day. The forage was 
cut in the evening to reduce eat­ 
ing as much as possible. 
When the pasture reached a 
height of 7-8 inches, about May I, 
he started to harvest the growth 
from a 6 acre field. The DHIA 
records for May showed 22 cows 
produced 22,747 pounds with a feed 
cost for the grass and 5,456 pounds 
of concentrates amounting to $224 
This 6 acre area lasted the herd 
four weeks. In order to allow’ the 
crop to make sufficient growth to 
reharvest, a three acre tract was 
pastured for two weeks. 
At the end of the two weeks, 
chopping was begun again on the 
6 acre field and continued until 
August 20. Then the three acre 
field was chopped and fed which 
lasted the herd until the middle 
of September. At that time chop- 


Trees Available 
For Farmers 


Word has been received by the 
Rush County Extension Office from 
Ralph F. Wilcox, State Forester of 
the Department of Conservation, 
that there is a plentiful supply of 
Virginia Pine trees available at $10 
per thousand and Jack, White, and 
Red Pine trees at $15 per thousand 
at the State Nurseries. These trees 
I can be used for windbreaks, refor­ 
estation, for planting in areas to 
prevent erosion and for Christmas 
trees. 
Mr. Wilcox indicates that many 
farmers may still be interested in 
obtaining trees for these purposes 
yet this spring, especially since 
they have a good supply available. 
In order to expedite matters, Wil­ 
cox advises that people desiring 
trees 
go to the Jasper-Pulaski 
nurseries at Medaryville and the 
Jackson nursery at Vallonia and 
pay for the trees there and pick 
them up. The Rush County Exten­ 
sion Office encourages the use of 
these trees for windbreaks and for 
areas to prevent erosion. Even 
some Rush County farmers may 
have some nontillable areas on 
their farms which they may wash 
to plant these trees for Christmas 
trees. 


To get rid of red mites, paint 
perches in the brooder house or 
range shelter with anthracene oil, 
says the poultry department at 
Purdue University. This should be 
done at least a week before the 
perches are put to use. Thorough 
dr>ing after painting removes any 
danger of skin irritation to chick­ 
ens through contact with the wet 
oil. 


Dairymen Can 
Cheapen Cost Of 
Grain Mixtures 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Dairymen 
can cheapen the cost of their dairy 
grain mixtures during the summer 
months by discontinuing the addi­ 
tion of protein supplement, says 
G. A. Williams, Purdue University 
extension dairyman. 
Results of feeding trials conduct­ 
ed by the Bureau of Dairy Indus­ 
try indicate that cows do not re­ 
quire more protein than is con­ 
tained in the roughage and grain 
supply. 
Cows in this test weighed 1,000 
pounds and received three differ­ 
ent grain mixtures containing 10-11 
per cent total protein, 14.5-15.5 per 
cent, and 18.5-19.5 per cent total 
protein. None of the cows were on 
pasture and most of them were on 
the ration for three consecutive 
lactations. Averages for the first 
and second lactations for cows on 
the high protein ration was 7,154 
pounds of milk per cow’. Cows on 
the medium protein rations aver­ 
aged 7,849 pounds of milk per cow, 
and those on the low protein ra­ 
tion produced 8,463 pounds of milk 
per cow. 
Williams points out that when 
pastures, either grass or legume, 
are grazed before the bloom or 
boot stage, a grain mixture of 
ground corn and oats supplies as 
much protein as is needed. Later I 


in the season when the growth is 1 
more mature it may be advisable 
to use a protein supplement to the 
extent of IO per cent of the grain 
mixture. 
Reports of many DHIA records 
indicate that a further saving can 
be made in feed costs. Some dairy­ 
men make the mistake of feeding 
the same grain mixture both win­ 
ter and summer. Another mistake 
is to feed the same amount of 
grain for each pound of milk pro- 
duced. William^ says that if pas­ 
tures are abundant, one pound of 
grain should be enough for the pro­ 
duction of five to eight pounds of I 
milk daily.
